This book presents the proceedings of a 
seminar held between 8-10th May 1984, in 
Luxembourg, organized under the European 
Economic Community research and develop- 
ment program on Recycling of Urban and In- 
dustrial Waste which started in November 
1979 and will be terminated by the end of 
1985. 

The seminar was organized at a stage when 
some of the coordindted shared cost projects in 
the EEC R & D program were concluded, 
while others were entering a final phase to 
complete the results obtained. The seminar, 
open to scientists not directly involved in the 
EEC program, aimed to provide a wider forum 
for an open and free discussion on the validity 
of the work done and to indicate the needs in 
research and development for future actions. 
The response to this seminar, in which over 
200 scientists for 18 countries participated, the 
quality of the papers presented and the numer- 
ous special meetings on particular topics 
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which spontaneously took place parallel to the 
official program, showed the significance of 
the subjects treated. 

This volume includes the full texts of the 
survey papers, summaries of the contractor’s 
reports and descriptions of the posters pre- 
sented as well as reports on discussions.

Problems of supply shortages, pollution and 
faulty infrastructure for water development 
face all regions of the U.S. Some examples 
noted by James Souby, executive director of 
the Hall of the States: In Arizona, water tables 
in Tucson, a city that depends exclusively on 
ground water for its supply, have fallen 150 
feet in the last 20 years. Jn Florida, the rapid 
depletion of underground water is causing land 
to collapse into sinkholes. Jn New Jersey, 40% 
of the state’s drinking water leaks out of anti- 
quated water mains. While it focuses on the 
western U.S., Troubled Waters contains use- 
ful information on financing water invest- 
ments, initiating more effective regulatory 
policies, and how states can assist local gov- 
ernments in supporting water needs. 
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
